The schools in this district during the past year, have 
been taught as follows: 

High school, Mr. Everett A. Pugsley; Grammar 
school, Mrs. Sarah F. G. Nowell; Intermediate school, 
Miss Nellie F. Lord; Primary school, Summer term, 
Miss J. May Lord; Fall and Winter terms, Miss Martha 
W. Sanborn and Miss Florence E. Stevens. Miss San- 
born teaches the Second grade or Higher Primary and 
Miss Stevens teaches the First grade, or Lower Primary. 
The Lower Primary has been in operation only since 
about the middle of the Fall Term. An unusually large 
number of scholars for that department, made its organ- 
ization a practical necessity. 

By permission of the authorities of the town, the En- 
gine Room, in the Town Hall, was rented and fitted up 
for its accommodation by the Prudential Committee. It 
seems probable, however, that some other arrangement 
will be made for it very soon, for the sake both of econo- 
my and convenience.
